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J. He gives us an Enumeration of fuch Plants as may 
be compreliQoded under the general Name of Aro^^ tho 
Gharacileriftick whereof he makes to be a Bacciferous 
Plant ^ having a monopetalous cucullate Flower ; whereof 
there ate Four forts called by the Names of Aron, Arifa- 
rum^ Dracontium and Colocajia. Arljarum diders from 
Arum in being left and flenderer in ail its parts. Coloca- 
jia from both, in having iinooth, umbilicate Leaves, 
without any Spots j the Foot-ilalkioierced not in the 
end, but in the middle of the Leaf, after the niaoner of 
the Cotolydonei i Flowers fometimes fingle, fometimes 
more than one proceeding out of the fame foliiculate 
Foot-ftalk ; a Style thicker and fhorter rlian AroH, and 
terminating in a fleoder Point, Dracontium differs from 
Arum and the reflr, in having a Leaf deeply lacioiated or 
divided into many Jaggs.
